Ice Jam and Will Probably 
Prove Total Wreck—Passen- 
gers May Escape on Densely 
Packed Ice Floes. 


St. Johns, N. F., May 19.—The Allan 
line steamer Mongolian, bound from 
Glasgow and Liverpool for St. Johns, 
N, F.; Halifax, N. S., and Philadelphia, 
with hundreds of passengers on board, 
was caught in a dangerous ice jam one 
mile off this harbor late today, and 
tonight was in a hazardous position. 

It {is feared that if the wind in- 
creases before daylight the Mongolian 
will be driven ashore and become a 
total wreck. Should such an accident 
occur, it is thought that the passen- 
gers can escape by walking over the 
densely-packed ice floes. 


MONEY FOR GOOD ROADS 
URGED BY BANKHEAD 


Alabama Senator Says Gov- 
ernment Ought to Ap- 
propriate. 


Raltimore, May. 19.—An Increased at- 
tendance in the number of delegates 
and spectators was noted at today’s 
session of the second annual conven- 
tion of the National Good Roads’ As- 
sociation. Governor Crothers again 
presided, and among those who spoke 
was United States Senator John H. 


Bankhead, of Alabama. 

Senator Bankhead argued there were 
no constitutional barriers preventing 
congress from appropriating monev 
for the construction of good roads. 

He criticised the government for its 
expenditures of miilfonsin the prepa- 
ration of war, saying that."‘if the gov- 
ernment would devote some of the pse- 
less time and energy it is expending 
on the army and navy, to the building 
up of the American farm home and 
roads and to the education of Amerit- 
can boys and girls, the people of this 
country would rise up and call con- 
gress blessed.”

TRYING TO CONVICT 
- PATRICK CALHOUN 


San Francisco, ‘May 19.—Into the 
trial for bribery of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Railroads. John 
Helms, formerly connected with the 
United States secret service and once 
a detective in San Franctsco, narrated, 
as a witness for the prosecution, the 
secret methods he says he learned 
while in the employment of the United 
Railroads: His testimony involved the 
names Of several persons identified 
with the defense. 

Helms testified that he had come to 
San Frdncisco in response to a request 
of Attorney Heffler, in May, 1907. 
When the first trial of Tirev L. Ford, 
counsel for the United Railroads had 
begun, Heffler, he said, instructed him 
to watch everything done by the pros- 
ecution. Later he reports to W. L. 
Abbott, general attorney for the United! 
Railroads, who authorized him to en- 
gage assistants. 

Heims said he had induced R. A. 
Platt, a prosecution detective, te fur- 
nish him with coples and originals of 
letters, telegrams, and reports on 
jurors from detective Burns’ office. 
Abbott, according to the witness, paid 
Platt $200 a month for about a vear 
during which time he alleges Platt 
‘supplied telegrams in code and other- 
wise from operatives who were fol-

Pensacola, Fla., May 9.—It is known 
that thre#@ lives were lost in a severe 
storm Miich struck here at noon today.

Mr. Clem- 
ens left his country place near Red- 
ding, Conn., this morning, intending to 
visit the Rogers home, only to be 
confronted with the sad news of his 
old friend’s death when he arrived at 
the Grand Central station. Mr. Cletm- 
ens was too moved to fully express his 
feelings. 

“It jis terrible—terrible.” he said, 
briefly. “I am inexpressibly shocked,’ 
and, with tears in his eyes, he quickly 
moved away and hurried to the 
Broughton residence, where he joined 
a number of Mr. Rogers’ associates 
who had gathered there. 

Harry C. Phipps was one of the first 
to arrive at the residence and he was 
followed shortly by John D. Ryan, pres- 
ident of the Anaconda Copper Company. 
Telegrams soon began pouring into the 
house, among the early ones being & 
message from Johit D, Rockefeller at Hot 
Springs, Va., who had repeatedly warned 
Mr. Rogers to cease his hard work. 
Thomas F. Ryan was notified of Mr. 
Rogers’ death as he was sailing for 
Europe on the Lusitania. ‘“‘The financial 
world loses one of its greatest men,” 
he said, “and - financial world will be 
greatly shocked.’ 


Directions of Oil Trust. 

The directors of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany met this morning but took no for- 
mal action, with regard to Mr. Roger's 
demise. (Standard Oil stock opened un- 
changed on the curb, and it is understood 
that the condition of te Virginian rail- 
way, which Mr. Rogers opened recent- 
ly, is such that Its prosperity will not 
be affected. John D. Ryan probably 
will succeed Mr, Rogers to the presi- 
dency of the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany. 

Henry ‘H. Rogers was one of the most 
successful men of the so-called Standard 
Oil group. He began life as a poor 
boy at Fairhaven, Mass., where he was 
born and retained his legal residence 
there until the day of his death. He is 
variously reported as having commenced 
life as a newsbdoy, and as a driver of 
a grocery cart. Mr. Rogers was a man 
of many friends and an_ enthusiastic 
yachtsman. Until recently he held the 
reins of ‘the Standard Oil Company fol- 
lowing the retirement of John D. Rock- 
efeller, although J. D. Archbold attend- 
ed to the routine management of the 
great corporation.

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER TALKS 

OF HIS DEAD ASSOCIATE. 

Hot Springs, Va., May 19.—‘“I am 
sorry. I was in hope the_ report, 
which had reached me on the links, 
Was not true,” was the comment of 
John D. Rockefeller today when an 
Associated Press correspondent hand- 
ed him ae dispatch confirming the 
death of H. H. Rogers. “It is so un- 
expected,” he added. ‘I had no knowl- 
edge that he was sick.’’ 

When asked for an expression as to 
the effect Mr. Rogers’ death would 
have upon the stock market and the 
business world, Mr. Rockefeller re- 
plied: 

“Mr. Rogers’ death is a gréat per- 
sonal loss to the business world. .but 
it fs only a personal loss. I am not 
familiar with his business affairs, but 
have every reason to belleve they were 
all in good shape. , Mr. Rogers has nat 
been actively connected with the af- 
fairs of the Standard Oil Company for 
more than two years.’ 

Continuing, and plainly 
that the news had greatly 
him, Mr. Rockefeller said: 

“T have seen Mr. Rogers but twice 
during the last five years, and on both 
of these occasions, as well as often be- 
fore, I’ urged him, with tears in my 
eyes, not to work so hard. I also 
pleaded with the members of his im- 
mediate family whenever I met them, 
to urge him not to work so hard. But 
he was so strong, so powerful, that 
no one could persuade him to cast aside 
his burdens. I can only repeat that 
his death is a great personal loss, but 
that the business world will be in no 
way unfavorably affected.” 

ROGERS WAS INDIFFERENT 
TO RESTRAINTS OF THE LAW. 

Jefferson City, Mo., May 19.—When 
informed of the death of H. H. Rogers 
in New York today, Governor Hadley, 
who, as attorney general of Missourt, 
examined Mr. Rogers in the hearing 
of the state’s ouster guits against the 
Standard Oil Company, said: 

“H. H. Rogers was a remarkably able 
and also a remarkably attractive man. 
His great success in bDusiness had ap- 
parently made him indifferent to the 
restraints which the law imposed as 
to’the methods in which his business 
should be conducted. There was a 
tendency to facetiousness in his tes- 
timony in the Standard Oil litigation 
which perhaps unjustly created the im- 
pression that his attitude toward the 
law and the courts was one of filip- 
pancy and _ indifference. Whatever 
may be the final judgment as te the 
methods that he é¢mpleyed in the busi- 
ness world, I think there can be no 
question that he was personally an at- 
tractive and likeable man.

New York, Mav 19.—John Kirby. 


Jr., was unanimously elected to the 
presidency of the National Association 
of Manufacturers at todav's session 
of the annual meeting. The election 
was made the occasion of a demonstra- 
tion in honor of J. W. Van Cleave. the 
retiring president, whose policies Mr. 
Kirby pledged himself to follow. 

“Mr. Gompers,” said Mr. Kirby, “has 
sald that while Mr. Van Cleave would 
pretend to refuse a renomination. he 
would in reality be dropped by the as- 
sociation. If Mr. Gompers could have 
been present today when Mr. 
Cleave was made the recipient of every 
mark of appreciation and respect with- 
in the gift of the association and of! 
its members individually, he undoubt- 
edly would have amended his judze- 
ment of the causes lying at the bot- 
tom of mv election. Now that I have 
been chosen to succeed Mr. Van Cleave, 
however, I do not know where his con- 
solation is to come from. 

To Follow Van Cleave. 

‘Our organization is pledged to face 
the labor question. It involves @ great 
principle which cannot be fooled with, 
compromised with or temporized with, 
if America is to remain America. The 
life of the American Federation is 
hanging by a thread and there would 
be no militant organized labor today 
if it were not for the support of mis- 
guided philanthropists and women’s 
societies, who are constantly keeping 
up the agitation. My policy will be 
that of James W. Van Cleave. I do 
not believe in compromise with crim- 
inals. It is better to bring the whole 
labor question to a potmted issue in- 
stead of temporizing and fooling with 
it. The only way to deal with this 
animal is to take it by the horns till 
it is made obedient. If we had to deal 
with the 95 per cent of labor men who 
are for justice and fairness we could 
settle this whole labor problem in an 
instant.” 

The afternoon session closed with 
the presentatian of a diamond ring to 
Mr. Van Cleave by J. M. McKinery, of 
San Francisco, in behalf of the citi- 
zens Industrial Association of San 
Francisco, and the California mem- 
bers of thea association, as a token of 
appreciation of his efforts “to uphold 
individual liberty In the industrial life 
of the country.’

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PROTECTION OF GEORGIA GAME. 


For the first time the sportsmen of Georgia have come together in 
formal organization with the definite purpose of securing more adequate pro- 
tection for game and fish in the state. 

Heretofore legislation relative to the protection of game has depended 
very much on the personal wishes of certain members of the legislature; 
it has been a subject to which the general assembly as a whole has given | 
little or sindifferent attention. Bills looking tO the improvement of the 
game laws have gone to the pigeonhole, forced there by other matters to 
which the general assembly fave preference. 

The Georgia sportsmen, through their organization, propose .0 go to 
work to overcome this legislative indifference, and to secure laws which will 
prevent the extinction of game birds and animals—a result promised at no 
very distant day under the present lax methods of regulation.

in Hamburg, Mr. Clay figured 
that the’ American consumer pays a 
difference of $136,000.000 for its re- 
fined sugar. Of this, he said, the gov- 
ernment gets $53,000.000 in customs 
duties, while, he said, fhe sugar trust 
gets the other $83,000,000.

“The American consumers of 
have paid to the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, commonly called the 
‘Sugar Trust,’ at. least fifty-five mf)- 
lions per vear in profit,” safd Mr. Clay. 
“amounting in twelve years to $660. - 
000,000. The American people are not 
aware of the fact that if the sugar we 
import came into this country free 
of any duty, both raw ang refined, the 


sugar 


cost of sugar to the American con- 
sumer would be reduced nearly one- 
half. I am not insisting that both re- 
fined and raw, 
to this country 
ought to be a 
over the rates 
law.”’ 

Replying to the argument that su- 
gar is a great revenue producer, Mr. 
Clay desired to know why one of the 
necessities of life, used by the entire 
American people, should be taken and 
its cost increased to the consumer one- 
half, when, he contended, the amount 
of the revenue now produced by su- 
gar could easily be supplied by an in- 
coime tax. 

“Let us give to the American people 
cheap sugar,”’ continued Mr. Clay. “Net 
uS grasp the sugar trust by the throat 
and strangle it to death, and keep in 
view the interest, the happiness and 
welfare of the plain people of Amer- 
ica. We must rémember that sugar 
is an important article of food dailv 
consumed by every man, woman and 
child in the country.” 

Saying that the American working 
man, during the last few years, has 
had a hard time to earn a living, Mr. 
Clay deprecated the fact that the duty 
on refined sugar remains in the Payne 
bill substanttallv the same as it is in 
the Dingley law. He said that the su. 
far trust had no representative before 
the tariff “forming committees of 
either the house or the senate, and 
added, “judging from the _ treatment 
which the sugar trust has received, 
this corporation needed nod~Trepresenta- 
tive before either committee.” 

Average Duty on Sugar. 

Taking into account the reciprocity 
duty on raw sugar from Cuba, the re- 
duced duty on Philippine sugar, and 
the-.free sugar from the Hawaiian 
islands and Porto Rico under the Ding- 
lay law, Mr. Clay declared that the 
average t#rifr duty paid on sugar by 
the sugar trust amounts to 1.04 cents

TO SURVEY ROUTES 
FOR FLORIDA CANAL 


Board of Officers Will Recom- 


mend Five Routes to the 
War Department. 


Savannah, Ga., May 19.—The board 
of officers of the corps of engineers 
appointed to recommend routes for a 
survey for a canal across the northern 
part of the state of Florida from east 
to west, will recommend to the war 
department a survey of five’ routes, 
one thousand miles in all, at a cost 
of approximately $25,000. The canal 
routes to be surveyed will aggregate 
very much more than the Panama ¢a- 
nal survey and will reauire several 
months to complete, with five parties 
of surveyors at. work. It is expected 
that if the plan of survey is approved, 
the work will begin at once. The 
shortest line from coast to coast con- 
templated is 110 miles, with other sur- 
veys necessitated, making each route 
survey approximately 200 miles.
